All those yretty and more or less
elaborate gowns which are sent to Ameriea,
and here shown in the great establishments
s promenade gowns, sre conspienously ab-
sent from the streets of Paris. The women
liere lock very cav lolling in open carriages
ou the Bois de Boulogne, shortly before
their dinner hour, and when taking their
dinnerin any of the numerous and charm-
ing cafes; but when walking upm
tha stree:s ther are in clothing that
eseapes notice, All elaborate dressing is
reserved for theater and ball, At no time
have we scen such beautifully dressed
wamen ns ecan be sesn in any home city
from 4 to 6 o'clock in the afternoon of &
pleasant day. But then the promenade is
an American institotion, for our women
must walk or remain in doors since we have
no street drives; and, turthermore, we have
nn pudlie dinver at which to display our
pretty elothes

French Women in the Cafes.

Ameriea dines at home. Fraoce dines
ont and & drive alwaws precedes the dining.
A franc and a half secures n luxarious ear-
riage for an hour, while we would pay 3
wn hour for the same thing in Amerioa
But to get back to the shops and onee there
to an “‘oceasion.”™ We wers much puoezled
over that word, We had seen it in great
letters on cards in windows and store doors,
but our best ruesses had lailed to be correct.
S0 we were wholly surprised upon a visit to
the immous stores of the “‘Louvre™ to find
a bargain day in full swing. Needless to
say this was the best that we had tound in
Paris. We fairly clepped our hands for
joy. Here wis sometning we knew all
abont. XNone of these blsthering French-
women, that were hobnobbing or wrangling
over remnants, conld beat us st this game,
So with even more enthusiasm than we had
vet motten up for unything “‘abroad’ we
entered the ring.

Whether written *“‘occasions™ or “‘bar-
gains,” what an elecirical effect the word
has upon the mind lemivine! A babel of
a'l tongues! The languaze of our own
country was there with variations and hold-
ing its ground bravelv —and, it must be also
toid, holding onto the barzains as Against
the French quite in home siyle. But tor
onee we did not fight each other over a
remnant, but plaved like sisters. Instead
of each tryring to gel the better of the other
us at home we here made it a war of nations
and it was Ameriea ageinst France.

The French Army Wins a Vietory.

The armies were pretty equalls ditided.h

them, geverally came out ahead. How-
ever, we sowmehow or other got some
things that we wanted—usunlly by paying
evervday prices, as we learned Ister—but
to gel anvthing at all we generally had to
make believe we were about to run off with
the goods, forzeiting to vay for them. This
of course brought us the atlention of the
clerk; then he would say something we
could not understand, and we would reply
in words he eould not undsrsiand; then

we would ger cross and Jet the
clerk know it; and the clerk would
get erass and do  his  French best

to enneral it; we would wish we could swear
in Fiench, and he would wish he conld
swear in Eoclish ss well ss he conld in
French, and dared to thus emphasize what
he thought of us, and finslly feelnz
much as it we had come through a spring
siege of chills and tever we gather up our
barzains (?) and quit the “oceasion,”” napp
in the thought that we have left enoug
Americans with the French to avenge us
My traveling compenion sayvs no more
shopping for her on *occasion day” in
Paris; and none at il unless she can have s
clerk who can speak English. She can't for
the liie ol her see why it is these French are
s0 dumb they can’t understand English. I
ugk her how it is that we are so “dumb™ we
can't understand French? Her silence in
answer to this is of the kind that can be
heard.

The Only Zénl Child That Ever Learnod to
Speak English—8tories of & Misslonsry
to the Pueblo Dwellers—The Duties of
the Sexes Reversed,

(COWRESFONDENCE OF THE DIarATn K.

CLEVELAXND, 0., Oct. L—For the last
few weeks there has been visiting in the
pleasant little suburb of Glenville the only
Zuni child who ever Irarned to speak Eag-
lish. Daisy, whose Pueblo name is Teaw-
ernadertsa, is the protege of Miss Mary E
Dissette, sister of Captain J, K. Dissette, of
this eity, who forthe past four years has
been in charge of the Presbyterian Mission
School at Zuni Pueblo, The mission was
founded ten years agn, but has not made as
great progress as like work among nther
Indians, becavse of the extreme conserva-
tism of the Zunis

Miss Dissette tells many verr interesting
experiences in her work of trying to givilize
these Pueblo-dwellers, During the sumwer
the Tuni live on their farms and give their
attention to raising grain and stock, return-
ing to the adobe vilinge, built house upon
and around houses, with on-coming wiater.
There are bnt 1,500 persons in the village,
which is diviled into elans bearing animals’
names, such as the Bear and is Clans,
the head men of which are called Tenientes,
and form a counecil for the general direction
of the affairs of the village. The Govemn-
ment trader and the ladies of the mission
are the only whites in the strange com-
munity.

The mission honse, like the Pueblo
proper, i* of adobe, and eontains four
rooms beside a hall and bath roomn. The
Intter is & very necessary sccessory, for rea-
sous that will presently anpear. Twenty-
three children have been gathered here as
the result of patient eflort, and an earnest
attempt is being made to win them to civil-
izntion, It is & diffienlt matter, however.
The children in their early years run wild
and are allows! to do sbout what they
please, not being restricted until they ap-
proach manhood and womanhood, when
they are compelled to rizidly eonform to
the peculiar customs of their people, This
makes it hserd to secure regular attendance.

But the wother
was alarmed and asked for a sliver from the
wagon to bure. and have the child inhale the
smoke. It was, of course, refu-ed. The
next winter the child died of consumption,
a8 seores Zuni of childrend:, for the juvenile
mortality 18 frightfally iarge, and the
mother and all the village irmly believed it
was because the request for that sliver had
not been granted.

Physically the Zunmis are small, with
good features, and the women whea young
are even very pretty.
